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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed 22 June 2005. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamazaki in view of Ogawa et al. (U.S. Patent 5,670,297). 

Yamazaki et al. discloses an electro-optical device (Figs. 5 and 6) that contains a 
silicon semiconductor layer (503/504), a p type impurity region (514) provided in 
semiconductor layer, a first interlayer insulating film (516/622) comprising silicon nitride 
over the semiconductor layer, where the active matrix circuit is incorporated into a liquid 
crystal display, image sensor or liquid crystal electro-optical device, the interlayer 
insulating film can be a multilayer of silicon nitride and silicon oxide and a conductive 
layer (522-525) comprising multilayer of titanium and aluminum over the insulating film, 
where the conductive layer comprises an electrode and wiring and is formed over the 
first interlayer insulating film. Yamazaki discloses all the limitations except for a second 
interlayer insulating film formed over conductive layer to provide a leveled upper 
surface. Whereas Ogawa discloses a semiconductor layer (Fig. 8) that contains a 
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semiconductor layer (16), a first interlayer insulating film (22) with a conductive layer 
(24/26) formed over first interlayer insulating film, a second interlayer insulating film (28) 
formed over conductive film to provide a leveled upper surface over semiconductor 
layer. The second interlayer insulating film is formed with a leveled upper surface to 
allow for other layers to be formed thereon, such as another conductive layer or 
interlayer insulating film. Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the device of Yamazaki by 
incorporating a second interlayer insulating film with a leveled upper surface to allow for 
the formation of other layers thereon, such as another conductive layer or interlayer 
insulating film as taught by Ogawa. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 16-32 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
